Probably the town will never® have 
a better opportunity to get big value 
for its money on the Main Street im- 
provement than right now, and cer- 
tainly no street in Andover so much 
needs attention, Under the arrange- 
ment that it has proposed to make for 
the improvement of Main Street, the 
town is able to secure at the present 
time from the street railway company 
an agreement to abandon one track on 
the street, thug throwing into the 
travelled way that extra width. This 
means a lay-out for this improvement 


Andover, instead of being one of the 
worst pieces’ of highway in the entire 
State, one of the most attractive town 
streets to be found anywhere. It is a 
big job, but the heavy traffic and the 
present serious condition abundantly 
justify the expenditure of the money 


pro ; 
The other $15,000 is to co-operate 


that portion of the State highway lying 
between the Shawsheen River Bridge 
and the Lawrence line. The town is 
peculiarly fortunate in having this laid 
out as State highway. The present 
congested conditions there would never 
allow such a lay-out, but as long as it 
is thus laid out the State is obliged 
to put it into condition. 

In connection with the work that 
the State will do, a widening and new 
entrance for Lowell Street and Poor 
Street call for an additional expenditure 
of $30,000. The State proposes to 
spend approximately $60,000. The 
$30,000 is to be paid one half by. the 
town and the other:balf by Mr. William 
M. Wood, Here again is an arrange- 
ment. that would seem to be greatly 
to the advantage of Andover. 

Another matter, smaller than these 


that have been referred to, but of great |}. 


importance in its effect upon the town’s 
best development, -is..Article 10 in the 
warrant, to see if the town will appro- 
priate $3,000 to purchase property in 
Whittier Court adjacent to the play- 
stead. The preliminaries leading up to 
this article make one of the very bright 
spots on the shield of disinterested 
public service in Andover. This propere 
ty came into the market under condi- 
tions that might have made it for a 
long time a resicential property of not 
very attractive character. Having ar 
opportunity to change this, a group cf 
public-spirited citizens bought the prop- 
erty and have held it until the town 
meeting for the purpose of having it 
tied up to the town’s property. There 
should not be a particle of question 
as to this appropriation, and in addition 
there shoulri be a rousing vote of thanks 
to the citizens who’ will make such a 
purchase possible. 

We are glad that the big questions 
are to have a week for further adjust- 
ment after the voting. The town has 
got a big job. Let us hope that it 
works out in a wise way.
